Great Britain and Japan have Just 


concluded a new treaty, to last for 
ten years, that makes them closer allies 
than ever. 
Tne new treaty brings 


both powers Into the conflict If either 
Is attacked by one other nation. They 
were formerly not committed to In- 
terfere until either was attacked by 
two powers. 


This alliance will be formidable In 


war. 
It doubles the army each hns 


available, and combines two fleets that 
are the envy of the world. Great Brit- 
ain's Is the largest In existence, with 
a past history thnt alone could earn 
It ample respect. Japan's, though com- 
paratively small, has proved Its supe- 
riority In the greatest triumph ever 
won hi modern battles at sea. The 
Jap navy Is practically English built 
and It Is mainly trained along British 
and American lines. 


Here is the summary of the combin- 


ed fleets: Battleships, 69; armored 
cruisers, 50; protected cruisers and 
scouts, 07; destroyers, 187; torpedo 
boats, 198; total, G01. 


The strengths of other powers, ex- 


cluding vessels smaller than cruisers, 
are: 
France, 50; Russia, 17; United 


States, 54; Germany, 50. 


Japan has 14 battleships, 11 armor- 


ed cruisers, 17 protected 
cruisers, 


Great Britain 55 battleships, 89 ar- 
mored cruisers and 80 protected cruis- 
ers and scouts. The combined battle- 
ships and armored cruisers of the two 
fleets carry this armament: 40 13.5- 
Inch, 198 12-Inch, 118 10-Inch or 0.2- 
inch, 40 8-inch, 1,229 7.5 or 
0-Inch 


guns. 


Great Britain's standing army totals 


1,132,528 men, and Japan's approxi- 
mately 1,000,000, making an army of 
a little over 2,000,000 available. Tie 
armies of other nations on a war foot- 
ing are: Austro-Hungary, 2,676,000;

of marriage, a public sentiment might bo created which 
would compel uniformity In divorce laws of the several 
States. It Is in this way alone that the reform can be 
effected. 
If the millions who are affiliated with the vari- 


ous religious denominations cannot make their influence 
felt in divorce legislation—or If they are not sufficiently 
Interested to exert their Influence—the case is almost hope- 
less. It is true some of the churches have already taken 
up the matter and there is co-operation between some de- 
nominations; but the movement has not yet assumed suffi- 
cient proportions to make a distinct impression either upon 
the great body of church-going people or upon non-church- 
goers. Governor Pennypacker should appeal to the relig- 
ious elements lu the country to correct the divorce evil.— 
Baltimore Bun. 


Insurance and Politics. 


HE one account which the ordinary business 
man fears, that which it is his duty to look 
out for, is his annual bill of insurance. As a 
rule, this charge Is to most people about as 
much as they can afford to pay. The man who 
Insures his life does not do it for his own 
benefit. This is, of course, a self-evident prop- 


osition. He Insures it for his wife, for his child, or for 
some member of his family. Obviously, he cannot do this 
for himself. Men must invest money for their own indi- 
vidual profit; but the man who insures hto life does It as 
a rule with the perfect knowledge of the fact that he will 
never profit by it, but that his wife or child will. 


Now comes the head of an Insurance company In the 


United States making It clear that the money so invested 
has not been used for the benefit of the people for whom 
It should be. It has been used at times to help political 
parties. It has been used more than once to enrich men 
connected with the organization. 
It has, in fact, been 


the system of some of the insurance 
companies 
to 


take away from the men who are saving their pennies In 
order to Insure the future of their wives and children, and 
to use these funds for the profits of the Individuals and 
for the advantage of political parties, and to do so that a 
few men may become rich, influential and politically pow- 
erful.—Chicago Examiner. 


Value of Hard Work. 


LL the records of history and all the facts of 
common experience support the statement that 
men do not die of hard work, but that hard 
working men who shun dissipation and avoid 
all waste of vitality live the longest. 
It was 


said of William Pitt that he died of old age 
In his forty-seventh year, worn out, not by 


hard work, though he worked hard, but by inattention to 
his health and by unphllosophlc worry and chagrin. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, to-day in his forty-seventh year, displays

NOVEL METHOD 


Promoters Say Plan for Refining Gold 


Will Revolutionize Manner of 


Dealing With Ore. 


A process has been discovered by a 


lumber of San Francisco-chemists for 
the refinement of gold which they 
claim will revolutionize the methods 
of mining and taking' care of ore. A 
company has been formed with'F. J. 
Abbott as president. Mr. Abbott has 
iust returned to Los Angeles from 
New Mexico, where he went with a 
number 
of 
miners 
to. -investigate 


mines. 


He states that the new process will 


:je a boon to miners for the reason 
that much of the ore that is now 
thrown 
away can be saved ,and the 


gold extracted from it. Not only this, 


t the new company does its smelting 


with machines located on the ground 
with the mines and change the ore 
into bullion without any cost of ship- 
ping. 


Mr. Abbott says: "By this process 


the ore as it is taken from the ground 
is out into a large revolving oven and 
heated to a temperature that varies 
with the nature of the metal and dif- 
ferent chemicals, the formula of which 
are kept, secret, are shot into it with 
steam. It is claimed that in this man- 
ner gold can be taken from ore that 
lierctoforc was worthless; also that the 
most refractory ores can be desulphur- 
ized and oxydizcd within two hours' 
time, whereas the methods now in use 
consume sixty hours for the same pro- 
cess in treating any ore. When this 
refractory ore is taken from the oven 
it is so decomposed that it is in condi- 
tion to be treated by any other method 
for the recovery of the gold. 


"If this method proves satisfactory 


it will supply a long felt need of the 
Nevada miners. They have heretofore 
sent their ore to Salt Lake City to the 
smelters, but 
these smelters 
have 


given them notice that they are so 
crowded with work that they can only 
take one-third of the ore that they 
have been receiving before. 


"There would also be a great saving 


of freight charges on account of a 
plai)t being erected on each mining 
property and would cause many aban- 
doned mines to become valuable by 
providing a means whereby the re- 
fractory ore contained in them could 
be successfully treated."

I ducc at least three times the results of 
ordinary farming, and often four and 
five times' the results. 


Store the rainfall in the soils, 
by 


keeping the surface of the ground al- 
ways loose, which stops evaporation. 
It is impossible for moisture t rise 
to the surface through loose soil, and 
that leaves the ground in the best con- 
dition to receive- the next 
rainfall. 


Thus you can make fourteen inches of 
rain go as far as twenty-five or thirty 
inches iu raising all kinds of crops, 
plants or trees. We do not lose any 
of the rains—we have the full benefit 
of it. V'c keep it stored where the 
roots of flie plants can reach it when 
they nee'., it. 


Stir the soil with a revolving disk 


j and then going over it again and fill- 
ing up the furrows. 
We call 
this 


"double-disking." 
It pulverizes 
the 


soils and levels it off. We keep going 
| over it again and again. After every 


j rain we stir up the soil, either with a 


I disk or an "Acme" harrow. Finally

Buy at Home. 


Many planters 
in 
adorning their 


gardens and home grounds are con- 
tinually reaching out after the un- 
seen, preferring to 
buy 
from litho- 


graphic plates in a foreign catalogue 
to trusting their own eyes and the 
guarantee of an honest home nur- 
seryman. Plants bought from afar by 
mail or express arc usually small for 
economy's sake, often weak and fre- 
quently untrue to name or sold under 
a nursery name different from the 
name of the same plant of your home 
florist's. 
The 
buyer 
usually pays 


more, unless of roses or other com- 
mon and easily-rooted plants, than 
the price of the stock grown at home. 
There are as many tricks in the nur- 
seryman's trade as in any other, and 
you should deal with the home grow- 
er where you can get back at him in 
some way if his stock is not as rep- 
resented. 


December in California Gardens. 


Sow hardy vegetables, e. g., beets, 


cabbage, carrots, cauliflower, horse- 
radish, onions, parsley, peas, rhubarb. 


Sow lettuce, radishes and spinach 


every month in the year. 
. Plant the following bulbs: Tulips, 
hyaciatli.s, 
anemones, 
Ranunculus, 


Sparaxis, p.nd the four lilies that must- 
be plar.'ed early, viz., nmvitum, can- 
diduni, Harris!! and longillorum. 


Propagate carnations from cuttings. 
Continue planting all hardy plants 


and trees, also roses of all kind*. 


Keep rose bushes well watered and 


fertilized, and experiment by disbud- 
ding for fewer but finer flowers. Rub 
out in Ihe bud any inside growths 
rather than prime out next, season. 


Take up and store in dry, cool 


place dahlia and caladitim roots and 
all bulbous plants that have, finished 
blooming.—Garden Magazine.

If you want the market your way, 


select your eggs as to size and color, 
and have them always clean.
